NEW WORLD FACTORS 


1. The final and irrevocable 
victory of Socialism in the Soviet 
Union. 

2. The greatest economic crisis 
in the history of capitalism, 
which has created mass armies 
of the unemployed and doomed 
millions to starvation. 

3. The offensive of fascism, 
the advent to power of the fas- 
cists in Germany, the growth of 
the threat of a new imperialist 
world war and of an attack on 
the U.S. &. R. 

4. The political crisis, express- 
ed in the armed struggle of the 
workers in Austria and Spain 
against the fascists; the power- 
ful anti-fascist movement in 
France, which began with the 
February demonstration and the 
general strike of the proletariat 
in 1934, 

5. The increased militancy of 
the toiling masses throughout 
the capitalist world and the 
growth of the desire for unity 
of acticn in the ranks of the 
working class as a result of the 
attacks on living standards and 
democratic rights, of the victory 
of Socialism in the Soviet Un- 
ion, and of the temporary de- 
feat of the working class in 
Central Europe—in Germany, 
Austria and Spain, countries 
where the majority of the or- 
ganized workers supported the 
Socialist Parties. At the same 
time, “the revolutionary move- 
ment in the colonial countries 
and the Soviet revolution in 
China are extending.
